HISTORICAL ANDOVER. 


No, 14. 


CONCERNING A SCOTCHMAN\ 


Since writing the Faulkner sketch, 1 
have met with some material that in- 
clines my view towards the German or- 
igin of this family, rather than the 
Scotch which some of the descendants 
favor. But in regard to tbe Russells of 
Andover, whatever the early home of 
those of Cambridge, or Hampton: or 
Roxbury, there is no doubt of the Scot- 
tish descent; and when the town was 
divided off into school districts, that 
portion containing the Russell farms 
received the name of Scotland. Read 
ing Highlands station, on the Buston & 
Maine, gives you easy access to a sec- 
tion of Reading called Scotland or High- 
lands, and away to the South-east cor- 
ner, on the Woburn line, lies Scotland 
Hill. 

For many years, the genealogists 
have failed to connect our Robert Rus- 
sell of Andover with the other-early 
comers, and there has been no little 
confusion in regard to Thomas Mar- 
shall of Reading, his father-in-law, who 
was so intimately connectedwith the 
highway constructions of the county, 
and whose home may have been in 1660, 
atany rate, on the border near the Gould 
estates. There is a good tedious task be- 
fore me yet, at Cambridge, before I get 
the knot. untied, but I have worked out 
the Andover and Essex County clues 
to my own satisfaction. 

Thomas Marshall and Joanna, | 2 
his wife, .were emigrants to Lynn in 
that famous year 1635, which brought 
such a tide towards Essex beaches. He 
was a house carpenter, a black*mith, a 
farmer and the father of Mary Marshall, 
born 1642, who, in her seventeenth 
year, married Robert Russell, a man in 
his thirtieth year. Thomas had re- 
moved from Lynn to Reading, and 
about 1660, he must have gone to Ips 
wich, where he owned a homestead 
with a shop and a lot of four acres on 
the Common. 

Nothing 1s founa on the records un- 
til 1704,ghe year after John Marshall's 
death in Billerica. He, too, lixe Rob- 
ert Russell, was a man who dropped in- 
to proprietor’s rights “from the sky.’’ 
He begins a family in 1656, whose 
names are identical with the elder 
Thomas’s tribe. When he dies, in 1703 | 
his widow, Damaris, marries our Lie t. 
Thomas Johnson, a neighbor and mar- 
riage ally of Robert’ s, and here, in An- 
dover, to the home of Robert and Mary 
come ol Thomas and Joanna at 96. It 
would seem as if they were in Billerica 
with John until then. Shortly after, a 
quit claim deed is drawn up of the home 
in Ipswich, ‘‘to end the controversy con- 
cerning asmall tenement.” Abiel Mar- 
shall and his wife, ‘alias Fellows,” pay 
£4 odd and Robert and Mary and their 
son James Russell, who inherited the 
homestead, sign with them. The little 
tke at Ipswich is transferred from the 
| Marshall heirs, who evidently could 
not sell out, without this important 
paper. In 1708, Thomas and Joanna 
cross the river together (in a short 
month) at the one hundredth year of 
each. 

Looking about for Marshalls, I find 
the valiant Capt. Thomas of Lynn, who 
kept the old Saugus Tavern so many 
years, 8 man only eight years younger 
than our Thomas, who long out-lived 
him. He also shows a preference for 
the Marshall family names, showing a 
tie, possibly a younger cousin or an eld- 
erly nephew. He is known to have 
been asoldier of Cromwell’s war. My 
theory is that John Marshall of Virgin- 
ia named ason Thomas, and our Thom- 
as named a son John because the two 
were brethren. 

In 1648 John Marshall and others are 
paying the fares, possibly from Barba- 
does, but just as likely from our New 
England ports, of young emigrants, one 
man securing thereby a land bounty of 
nine hundred and fifty acres for nine- 
teen new-comers, among them Edward 
Abbott, possibly a brother of our 
Senior George, who names a son and 
grandson Edward. (The Osgood reg- 
ister says Edward Abbott’s descendants 
in the Osgood connection of England 
settled Andover, Mass.) Other names 
were Job Chandler (origin of our Job 
Abbott), John Marshall, Robert Bay- 
ley, Mary Allen. 

The next year, when our Robert Rus- 
sell was nineteen, one Mason down 
there gets four hundred acres for help- 
ing over eight more, among them Rob- 
ert Winter, (a Portsmouth tie) and 
Robert Russell with Thomas Ward. 
These boys may have been a party of 
runaways, John Marshall of Billerica 
Colony being then in his seventeenth 
year. 

Virginia was loyal to Charles, and 
Cromwell had to meet many Scotchmen 
at Dunbar, who went home to fight for 
him, It may turn out that Robert and 
his to be brother-in-law and his roister- 
ing cousin Capt. Thomas of Saugus 
were among the unlucky hundred ship- 
ped in 1651, after the battle, to be sold 
to our Essex farmers. Heré in the Es- 
sex. basin, in 1660, the eight years of 
servitude being over, they settle down 
together, with what looks like plenty of

cash, showing they had paternal pock- 
ets todraw from. The Essex men al- 
lowed prisoners half the week for their 
own earnings, and built a house of ref- 
uge for four together. Some of these 
so-called ‘‘shooting lodges” on the 
Shawshin, perhaps recall the early 
camps. 

It is easy to see how Reading High- 
lands was named. The Society. of 
St. Andrew, dating back to the An- 
cient and Honorabie Artillery; to 
which Capt. Thomas of Saugus be- 
longed, asristed the men to settle 
down here, and the present Scotch 
Charitabie Association may have 
tucked away a list of names. I hope to 
hear from their Secretary in regard to 
this matter. This is very important, 
and may furnish a clue to other fami 
lies of a similar Scottish origin in this 
section, and I venture to introduce it 
here before ne up the peculiarities 
and virtues off is Presbyterian, King- 
loving, but thoroughly loyal New Eng- 
and squatter and his tribe.

DeEAR BrotHer: Your kind letters to 
hand they make me very happy for I 
see there are some who take special 
notes about the mission work among 
the sailors out here. Accept my thanks 
for the same, I cannot pay you but 
my Master will do it and He will bless 
you now too I am sure, for I know it 
1s not anything more joyful as to do 
something for the Lord. 

The papers you sent outto us are 
the best papers (reading) in spiritual 
wiiy. So far I have read through them, 
but as I understand you take partin the 
mission work in some other places too, 
then I believe you are not alone who 
can send so much for us. If it is 
some brothers and sisters helping you, 
I also beg you to thank them for it and 
tell them that they can not think how 
gieat joy itis forme to feel that the 
Lord has so gathered every part of the 
body where Christ is the Head; so every 
one are helping each other without 
knowing each personally and possibly 
never will on this earth.

Professor L. H. Bailey of the Cornel] 
.@ criment station has proved that good 
melons may be secured in December, 
January and February nearly as cheaply 
as the English or frame cucumbers. 
After six years’ experimenting he has ar- 
rived at the follgwing conclusions, 
which are given in detail in a bulletin 
on the subject: 

The requisites for ripening melons 
under glass in winter are a temperature 
of 80 to 85 degrees at midday in the 
shade and 10 or 12 degrees lower at 
night; a continuous and steady growth 
from the time the seeds germinate; a 
soil rich in mineral elements and with- 
out much stimulating nitrogen ; dryness 
at time of ripening; care in preventing 
the attacks insects and fungi; hand 
pollination; the selection of varieties 
adapted to the purpose. The melon 
house should have all the direct sunlight 
obtainable, and, be capable of being 
easily heated. There should be a space 
of five or six feet above the benches to 
allow of training. Melons demand un- 
shaded roofs. 

Muskmelong should be grown in 
benches, with strong bottom heat, such 
as is supplied to frame cucumbers and 
tomatoes. The soil should be five or six 
inches deep and each plant have about 
four square feet of ground room. But 
because so many accidents are likely to 
overtake the plants two or three times 
the number of plants should be trans- 
planted into the benches which it is de 
signed shall ultimately stand there. A 
soil made of pulverized strong clay sod, 
mixed with half its €ulk of old manure, 
is fit for melons. Raw, fresh manure

gives too much stimulating growth. 
Subsequent fertilization may be effected 
by applications of liquid manure or min- 
eral fertilizers. 

Young and rapidly growing melon 
plants demand free watering, and a 
moist atmosphere also keeps down the 
mite and red spider, but when the fruit 
begins to ripen, and when the flowers 
arebeing pollinated, the /:ouse must be 
dry, The house should be ventilated 
continuously and drafts avoided. Early 
varieties mature fruits in three months 
from the seed, except in midwinter, 
when more time is required. The seeds 
are sown in thumb pots, repotted into 
4 inch pots and thence transplanted 
tothe benches. The plants are ‘‘stopped’’ 
before they show a tendency to run, and 
three or four strong shoots are trained 
upward on a wire trellis. These main 
shoots are stopped when they reach a 
height of about four feet. Melon flowers 
must’ be hand pollinated on a sunny 
day.’ Good varieties for house use, in 
order of ripening, are Emerald Gem, 
Blenheim Orange, Hero of Lockinge 
and Masterpiece. The best single one on 
the list is Blenheim Orange.

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Profits on New Fruits. 

The profits on new fruits are large, if 
they pessess merit and are introduced in 
a businesslike way. The estate of the 
originator of the Fay currant has re- 
ceived over $40,000 in royalties from 
the introducer, who has doubtless made 
an even larger net profit for himself out 
of that delicious fruit. Had Mr. Bull, 
the originator of the Concord grape, 
shown equal business abinty in selling 
it, he might have been a millionaire in- 
stead of dying in poverty. The Niagara 
grape has made a fortune for its promo- 
ters. Many other good fruits have failed 
to pay either the originator or the intro- 
ducer for want of good business man- 
agement, says American Cultivator. 


Root knots is a disease that is causing 
much concern in California. The knots 
are about the size of a hen’s egg and 
are found on the roots of prune, apricot, 
almond and peach trees. The experi- 
ment stations of the university at Berke- 
ley, the Stanford university and Cor- 
nell university are working on the mat- 
ter, but none of the scientists is able 
to say whether the disease is the result 
of fungus or insects. One remedy rec- 
ommended is to cut the knot off with 


aknife and apply common salt to the

NEW ENGLAND ELMs. 


The Four ¢{»mmon Spectes, Soft Elm, Rock 
Elm, Slippery Elm and Wahoo Elm. 
There are four quite common species 

of the American elm, the white, or soft 

or water elm, or, as it is called in bot- 
any, the American elm. This is the 
most common and is the elm which one 
sees growing in the streets of cities and 
cowns. The next most common is the 
slippery or red elm, sometimes called 
moose elm. This is’seen occasionally in 
New England, but it is not very com- 
mon there, but is common west and 
south. This is a much smaller tree than 
the white or soft elm. The next is the 
rock elm, which is also called cork elm, 
hickory elm, cliff elm, and in some sec- 

— is also called by mistake white 

elm. 

It is doubtful if this tree grows in 
New England naturally, except in a 
sma] portion of southwest Vermont and 
perhaps northwestern Massachusetts. 
Any one at all acquainted with the two 
woods, soft elm of New England and 
rock elm, would readily tell them apart. 
The rock elm, or hickory elm, is seldom 
quite as large a tree, and looks very 
much when growing like the white elm, 
though it bas a less regular top, and the 
branches grow more perpendicular. 
There is quite a difference in the bark. 
It is more shaggy, heavier scaled and 
deeper furrowed, and is considerably 
darker than that of the white elm. It is 
much harder and very much closer 
grained. Note this point particularly— 
the white elm is coarse grained, with 
open ducts, while the rock elm is much 
finer grained, something like hickory in 
that respect, with very small, open 
ducts between layers of growth. 

The slippery elm is close grained, like 
the rock elm, but it splits very readily, 
and the rows of open ducts between the 
annual layers are very large, like the 
white elm, and it has practically no fig- 
ure, even when quarter sawed. Its color 
is very much darker than the rock elm, 
being a dark brown and almost red. 
These three species are entirely distinct, 
the one from the other. The rock elm 
tree has a considerably. different leaf. 
There is a difference in the fruit or seed 
in the leaf and in the flowers, The most 
marked difference is in the branches. 
The rock elm branches often bear a 
corky substance, which is in the shape 
of plates, growing flat on the limbs and 
branches, which gives it one of its names 
—the cork elm. 

There is another elm growing in New 
England, which was transplanted from 
old England by the early settlers, and 
in some of the old towns it has become 
so domesticated that it may be found in 
places quite as frequently as the Ameri- 
can elm. There are two varieties of this 
English elm. It may )be said for further 
information that the wahoo, or winged 
elm, the fourth American species first 
mentioned, somewhat resembles in ap- 
pearance the rock elm, but it is not as 
strong and is a poor substitute where 
strength is concerned, though it is quite 
as heavy. It may be well to give the bo- 
tanical names of the four species. The 
soft elm is the Ulmus americana, the 
rock elm is the Ulmnus racemosa, the 
slippery elm is the Ulmus fulva and the 
wahoo elm is the Ulmus alata, explains 
Hardwood, from which the foregoing is 
gleaned.

Matthew Arnold at Andover. 


Matthew Arnold was to Americans 
probably one of the most disagreeable 
famous Englishmen who ever came to 
America, but it has remained for the 
compilers of his ‘ Personal’ Letters,” 
just published, to drive home the many 
insults that were overlooked at the 
time as hig eccentric ways. A corres- 
pondent in the Transcript, a well- 
known Andover professor, writes of 
that part of these lately published let- 
ters which is of interest to Andover 
people as follows: 


‘¢ Matthew Arnold’s letters take the 
place of a biography, which, at his own 
request, was not written. In the !etters 
his personulity appears, sometimes in a 
charming and usually in an interesting 
light. It must be admitted, however, 
that the letters written from America, 
while he was on a lecture tour here in 
1883-84, are rather slight and many of 
them were not worth publishing. ‘They 
are hasty sketches of his movements, 
the success of his lectures and the en- 
tertalament provided for yok per- 
sons of whom he had never heard. He 
seems to have thought his daughter 
and sister would be interested in Ameri- 
ean dinners, breakfasts and suppers, 
which he describes in detail. He could 
never have supposed that such letters 
would be preserved and published, and 
it was a mistake to include some of 
them. But the worst of it is that his 
reports are incorrect, in some cases to 
the point of absurdity. For instance, 
he says that at Andover, the morning 
aftar his lecture there, he took break- 
fast at eight with a party of professors 
and their wives, “coffee, fruit, potatoes, 
fishballs, hashed veal, mince pies, rolls 
and butter.’’ The fraction of correct- 
ness in this statement is not as large as 
the proportion of conduct which accord- 
ing to Mr. Arnold, constitutes life. 
The coffee fruit and rolls are admitted, 
but the fishballs, hashed veal and mince 
pies are indignantly denied. Such a re- 
port is a slander more damaging to 
Andover professors than charges of 
theological unsoundness and intellec- 
tual dishonesty. Sometime and some- 
where those edibles may have been 
forced upon him, but never at Andover. 
The breakfast, in fact, was altogether 
such as he would find in the best houses 
of England. Perhaps he wrote the 
letter before he went to Andover, in 
anticipation of an imagined breakfast, 
and forgot to correct it afterwards. 
Those who know his hosts in Andover, 
Amherst, Hanover, Hartford and othr 
places will not believe the inaccurate 
reports he gave, but some readers in 
America and many in England may 
accept them as correct. The way in 
which Mr. Arnold speaks of those 
whose hospitality he accepted betrays 
a tone cf superciliousness, and makes 
the impression that he was under-bred. 
But, at all events he might have taken 
the trouble to tell the truth. Many 
Americans, after reading these letters, 
will be thankful that an overrulling 
Providence led Matthew Arnold to de- 
cline their invitations. G. H.”

A Large and Very Successful Gathering.

Not since the Punchard Alumni Associ- 
ation started has it had a gathering 
which proved more enjoyable or more 
social than the annual reunion last ¥ri- 
day evening.

That.each member of the Association, 
whose dues for the present year have 
been paid, shall have two tickets; under 
no circumstances shail tickets be given 
to members whose dues have not been 
paid. 

That past members of the school who 
are not members of the Alumni Associa- 
tion, may have not more than one ticket 
each, at a price not less than 50 ceuts. 

That tickets shall be given out by the 
treasurer upon approval of the presi- 
dent.” 

The motion was seconded by Geo. H. 
Poor, Esq., and then an animated discus- 
sion followed pro and con, in which Mrs. 
Goldsmith, Miss M. Alice Abbott, Rev. 
Frederic Palmer and others took part. It 
was finally voted to accept the plan. 

Miss M. Alice Abbott then presented 
some of the needs of the school, among 
them a cabinet for the herbarium and 
books for the different departments.

The 
shock was a severe one to his family, 
and they have the deep sympathy of the 
community in this most unfortunate af- 
fliction. 

It seems that Mr, Flint left his home 
on High Street on Tuesday of last week 
in the forenoon, buf did not state where 
he was going. After his departure it 
was discovered that he had taken his re- 
volver and done other things which quite 
alarmed the family. He had on several 
occasions before gone off without telling 
anyone and had returned all right, but 
yet at this time his family feared more 
for his safety than any time previous. 

It was found out that he purchased a 
ticket for Boston and he was seen on 
the train, but it is not known whether 
he went to Beston or got off at Lowell 
Junction. In fact nothing was learned 
of his whereabouts until the description 
of the suicide at Westford, in the Sun- 
day papers, was read with the result 
above stated. : 

The body was found Saturday in the 
woods in the north part of Westford, 
which is several miles beyond Lowell, 
near North Chelmsford. He had taken 
off his overcoat and under coat and the 
body was lying on the overcoat in a part- 
ly upright position. Near by was a 1e 
volver with one chamber discharged. 
The following was the description which 
attracted his son’s attention: “He was 5 
feet 6 inches in height, weighed 150 
pounds, was 55 years old, had gray hair, 
was slightly bald and wore a large gray 
moustache. He was well dressed, and 
had $3.53 in his pockets. His overcoat 
was marked Bicknell Bros. Lawrence. It 
was dark blue beaver, well made and not 
much worn. The under coat was a sack, 
somewhat worn, and of the best diagnol 
black. He wore dark striped trousers, 


‘with thick blue under clothing, and light 


chécked ‘under clothing over it, with a 
laundered shirt, with straight collar. 
The laundry.number was 3044. He also 
had a blue silk tie. His feet were en- 
cased in Balmoral shoes, size 8 1-2, with 
self-acting rubbers.” 

An examination of the dead body 
showed that he had placed the muzzle of 
the weapon to his mouth and discharged 
it, the bullet entering the brain. 

It is stated that on ‘several occasions 
Mr. Flint has threatened to take his life 
during periods of mental derangement 
and it is supposed he was in this state of 
mind when he left his home on Tuesday. 
For a long time. he has been in ill health, 
resulting in a loss of sleep and an nneasi- 
ness of mind, that finally worked on him 
t» such an extent that he committed 
suicide. 

Mr. Flint was a native of North Reading, 
where as a boy he worked on his father’s 
farm. He afterwards went to New York 
and for a number of years was a popular 
hotel clerk. While there he contracted 
a malarial fever, from which he had 
nevor fully recovered. He was later in 
the grocery and dry goods business in a 
part of the store occupied by T. A. Holt 
& Co., but.for a long time he has been 
unable to do any regular work. 

He was a very affable man to meet, in- 
telligent, well read and a good conversa- 
tionalist. He was respected by all who 
knew him, and the unfortunate manner 
of his end is deeply regretted. He was 
53 years old and leaves a widow, son and 
daughter. 

Funeral services were conducted at the 
house yesterday at 2 o’clock, by Revs. F. 
R. Shipman and Frederic Palmer, and 
the remains were taken to Reading for 
burial.

filled the Town Hall, gathered ‘to hear the 
proceedings which were indeed almost a 
perfect imitation of a regular court, for 
by the way, this was the Mock Tria) held 
under the auspices of the Village Im- 
provement Society, and so widely: her- 
alded for the past few weeks. 

It was a wise decision when the Socie- 
ty made up its mind to have this mock 
trial, for it not only greatly amused the 
large audience, but -will put into the. 
‘treasury of the Andover Village Im- 
provement Society the sum of about $150. 
Of course it was a money-making object, 
and nothing could have brought better 
financial success. 

Soon after eight o’clock court was an- 
nounced, and the following took their 
places in the court room: Judge, Geo.

Was awakened by a nudge from his wife 
who said there was trouble in the poultry 

ard. Went out, saw Lincoln with a 

over his shoulder. Had a pistol, but 

no cartridges. Wentto get some. When 

he came back, thief and rooster were 
gone. 

Jobn W. Bell was the first witness for 
Bartlett. He said he was out quite 
late on the night of the 24th to examine 
the electric lights and see if they cast a 
shadow. He carried a lantern. Saw a 
man skulking along the street with some- 
thing over his shoulder. Followed him 
to the house of the defendant and saw 
him enter. Looked into the window and 
saw Lincoln take a rooster out of a bag 
and put itin the safe. The next morn- 
ing saw a crowd on the corner discussing 
some subject, and edging up near, over- 
heard it stated that there was to be « 
cock-fight at Warren F. Draper’s bar» 
that night. 

The rooster was here presented by Of- 
ficer Cole and was recognized as the one- 
found in Lincoln’s possession. 


Joseph W. Smith said he was at the- 


cock-fight and when-the_police appeared 


had difficulty in getting away, because he 
and Prof. Churchill got wedged in the: 
same door. 


_ Officer Cole stated that his birthplace 


was Andover, which led Lawyer Perry to- 


remark, “Just think of it—a native born 


policeman; he must be the last of his- 


race.” Cole testified to hearing of the 
cock-fight at Draper’s baru; went there, 
but didn’t arrest anybody. Heard Lin- 
coln say, “I'll bet $10 my rooster will 
win.” Afterwards arrested Lincoln. 
This closed argument for the govern- 
ment, and Col. Newton at once took 
the witnesses for the defense in hand. 
Varnum Lincoln was first called. After 
a few preliminaries, he stated that he 
bought the rooster of Prof. Harris, and 
while on his way home passed Warren 
F. Draper's barn. The rooster got away

Miss Geselschap’s Piano§Recital. 


Miss Geselschap’s concert (in the pres- 
ent Abbot Academy series) yesterday 
afternoon proved even more delightful 
than was anticipated, which is saying a 
great deal. 

The audience, large in number, was in- 
telligent and appreciative, while the pro- 
gramme, varied and novel in itsmake-up, 
was performed with great dash and bril- 
liancy, refinement and emotional warmth. 
The Bach Liszt Fugue was omitted, ow- 
ing to the necessity of taking an early 
train to Boston, and Miss Geselschap be- 
gan with Beethoven’s great Sonata, op. 
109, E. Major. The dignity and serious- 
ness of her playing shone conspicuously 
in the noble last movement of this fa- 
mous sonata, to which were added in 
Schumann’s “Scenes from Child Life,” a 
charming vivacity and piquant fascina- 
tion. 

This compositiun of Schumann’s, first 
published in 1839, is not intended to por- 
tray the feelings of a cnild, but those of 
older people looking on, and thinking 
about the experiences of childhood. 
“Twilight Fears’? was very beautifully 
interpreted, while the last number, where 
the poet speaks, was instinct with ideal 
charms. 

The group of pieces which followed, by 
Paradies, Dvorak, Brahms and Godard, 
was concluded by a waltz of Miss Gesel- 
schap’s own composition, which made | 
evident that not only does she possess 
the gifts of an executant, but of a writer 
as well. ’ 

‘We think the Liszt numbers were all 
new to Andover. The first, Lo Sposa- 
lizio, after Raphael’s famous picture of 
that name, was written when Liszt was 
at Rome, seeing much of the Pope, and 
when his whole attention was turned to 

the Roman Church, its legends and its 

saints. Lo Sposalizio is therefore float- 
ing, mystical, and often seems to suggest 
tha jclonds ‘of incense rising from the 
altar, and filling every nook and corner 
‘Of Vast St} Petér's> “One thay be alldwed 
to fancy that the motive which caught 
the attention of Liszt, was the moment 
when Joseph’s wand miraculously blos- 
somed into the lily, thus foreshadowing 
the permanent lily motive in all the sub- 
“sequent experiences of the Blessed Vir- 


In this and the subsequent pieces by 
Liszt, Miss Geselschap was at her best. 
In them she showed rare insight, facile 
and delicate touch and true masculine 
force. 

The concert ended brilliantly with var- 
iations on themes from Rigoletto, one of 
Liszt’s most characteristic compositions. 
Very beautiful in itself, it was rendered 
by Miss Geselschap with great fire and 
spirit, and ‘still rings in our ears and 
quickens our imagination. 

We were sorry that the length: of the 
concert and the exigencies of travel made 
its repetition impossible.

WOMAN’S WORLD. 


THE ONLY AMERICAN WOMAN DEL- 
EGATE AT BORDEAUX. 


The Duties of a Duchess—Enter Not Bo- 
hemia—The Loss of Mra. Dietrick—For 
Women of Leisure— How a Woman Be- 

, came a Lecturer. 


Miss Grace Carew Sheldon, a well 
known newspaper woman of Boffalo, 
has just returned from Europe, where 
she had the distinction of being the only 
woman delegate from this side the sea 
to the international press convention, 
held at Bordeaux in September. Miss 
Sheldon represented the Scribblers’ club 
of Buffalo, which is the women’s press 
club of that city, and went on a special 
invitation to read a paper on ‘* American 
Newspaper Women. ’’ 

The convention brought together the 
foremost editors from Austria, Belgium, 
Holland, Norway, Sweden, Spain, 
France and England. There were only 
two or three women delegates besides 
the American representative,one a Pole, 
Mme. Ratozzi. : 

Miss Sheldon gives an amusing ac- 
count of her experience in this polyglot 
assembly. Finding herself duly sched- 
uled to present her paper at a certain 
session, she was ready at the time, and 
awaited her turn. But the proceedings 


| were being conducted with little sys-

tem, and the delegates were in a noisy 
discussion over some copyright tangle, 
and. the morning waned while they 
talked and gesticulated. At last some- 
body announced that Miss Sheldon had 
‘“an travail’’ to present. Now ‘‘travail’’ 
means a work of length, a volume fair- 
ly, and the excited speakers did not 
wish to withdraw in favor of such a 
quietus. So the discussion véered as to 
whether the ‘‘travail’’ should or should 
not be presented, and became very ani- 
mated again. When a quarter of an 
hour had elapsed, with no decision ar- 
rived at, Miss Sheldon succeeded in 
gaining recognition from the chair, and 
made a short speech herself. 

‘‘Gentlemen,’’ she said, ‘‘my paper is 
seven minutes long. You have consumed 
15 minutes talking about it. It would 
have been more economical of time to 
take it at first.’’ 

Whereupon everybody laughed, and 
very soon the presiding officer announced 
that ‘‘la parole est a Mlle. Sheldon,’’ 
and the seven minute paper was cour- 
teously heard and, enthusiastically re- 
ceived. 

The incident led toa motion being 
made by an English journalist that par- 
liamentary law be enforced as to the 
time limit of the speeches. 

‘*T found,’’ said Miss Sheldon, speak- 
ing of her trip, ‘‘one of the Paris news- 
papers, La Gazette de France, being 
typeset by women. I was taken over the 
plant by the general secretary of the 
press congress, Victor Taunay, who told 
me afterward that the women printers 
were much interested and surprised to 
find that I was a ‘newspaper woman.’ 
They had heard of such women, but 
there are no newspaper women, as we 
understand the words, in Paris. Women 
in France can doanything except in the 
newspaper world. Madame is every- 
where there, at the desk, behind the 
counter, holds the pocketbook |. but, while 
there are many French women writers, 
there are no newspaper women, as we 
know them. At the big banquet of the 
convention cnly one journalist brought 
his wife, though there were ladies pres- 
ent. 

“‘I stopped in England for a short 
stay and had a charming time. I saw 
John Strange Winter—such a big, moth- 
erly woman, sonsy is the word for her 
—and Nora Vinne, who has just achieved 
@ great triumph in her newest—book, 
‘Man and His Womankind,’ one of the 
most exquisitely got up volumes I ever 
saw. I was delightfully entertained at 
the Authors’ club, of which Princess 
Christian is president and Lady Jeune a 
prominent member, and met Mrs. Jack 
Jobnson, ‘Levana’ of The Gentlewom- 
an, and Miss Stella Strutt-Cavell of 
Hearth and Home—a very popular young 
woman. 

“IT also met Annie Bradshaw, the 
novelist, who lives in a charming old 
house in Cheyne Gardens, within a 
stene’s throw of Carlyle’s famous Cheyne 
walk. Miss Grace Benedicta Stewart is 
another inhabitant of this literary end 
of London. She is a genuine newspaper 
woman, rather after the American fash- 
ion, and she has had the honor recently 
to be elected to the Association of Brit- 
ish Journalists, a body which has been 
very loath to allow women to be recog- 
nized. ’’—New York Times. 


The Duties of a Duchess, 

I do not think that even wealthy 
American girls have much cause to env; 
the lot of Miss Consuelo Vanderbilt. T: 
take a young gir! not yet out of her 
teens, ignorant of life and to whom its 
pleasures were scarcely opening, and tu 
throw her into a position in an alien so- 
ciety to which duties and responsibilities 
belong of which she has never dreamed, 
needs something more than the exag 
gerated glamour of a coronet to com- 
mend it, for her whole thought and life 
must be changed. Blenheim is the cen- 
ter of a small domain, and she must 
know her people, not perfunctorily, but 
earnestly. The poorest families in Wood- 
stock will expect her presence, her per- 
sonal acquaintance and her aid. It is 


a 


the custom in English villages for the 
poor and even the farmers and trades- 
people to look to the ‘‘big house’’ for 
help and sympathy, and they are never 
refused. It is one of the social and dis- 
tinct from the society duties of rank 
and wealth which have not yet been 
learned by the unwilling plutocracy of 
Newport and Fifth avenue. But tho 
duchess will find it imperative in Ox- 
fordshire. 

Let me illustrate. I could name a vi!- 
lage within 20 miles of New York 
where at this: moment an old newspaper 
man is slowly dying without common 
necessaries and without protection from 
the merciless law of his landlord. He is 
penniless. But within a few blocks of 
him are three residents whose wealth 
will aggregate not less than $8,000,000 
to $12,000,000, and not one will raise a 
hand to give even the trifling help that 
would make the closing days of their 
neighbor’s life peaceful. This could not 
be in England. Personal intimacy with 
every family and with its affairs that 
lives under the shadow of Blenheim is 
one of the first acquirements for the 
young duchess to make, and no distress 
must she allow to go unlightened. If 
this is congenial work to her, well and 
good. Her reward will be a place deep 
down in the hearts of a loyal and faith- 
ful people. If she-fails, those same peo- 
ple will soon wih that she had staid in 
America. But it cannot be denied that 
the responsibility is heavy (and I have 
mentioned one point only), and espe- 
cially for a young girl absolutely inex- 
perienced. No, her lot is not an entirely 
enviable one.—Cor. New York World. 


Fater Not Bohemia. 

“‘The Girl Who Is Employed’’ is af- 
fectionately addressed and wisely coun- 
teled by Ruth Ashmore in Ladies’ Home 
Journal. The writer tells the girls of 
their duty to their employers and to 
themselves, discusses matters of dress 
and warns them against ‘‘the dangerous 
land’’ which she designates ‘‘ Bohemia, ’’ 
‘*which seems to you s0 attractive. In 
reality it is a country of which you 
should not become a citizen Nod matter 
whether your friends call you a prude or 
not, do not permit the social side of 
your life to degenerate into a free and 
easy condition where no respect is 
shown to you as awoman. In Bohemia 
there may be some laughter, but be sure 
there are many tears. In that land you 
would probably spend all your wages in 
one day of festivity, and be a beggar, or 
worse still, a borrower for the rest of 
the week. In that land a woman buys 
one fine frock, too fine for her position 
in life, and during the working hours 
she looks untidy and always suggestive, 
by her shabby finery, of a gay girl rath- 
er than a well bred woman, which is 
what the busy girl should aim to be. 

‘*In Bohemia it is claimed there is 2 
jolly good fellowship, and nothing else, 
between men and women. You dowt 
want to be a jolly good fellow. You 
want to be a woman who is respected, 
not only because of her sex, but because 
of herself, and the free and easy life in 
which a man offers a woman a cigarette, 
and she volunteers to get for him some- 
thing that he counts more cheerful than 
a cup of tea, is one which my busy girl 
does not want to live. If for no other 
reason, this would be one. In Bohemia 
all women must be young and beauti- 
ful, and you are not going to be that 
forever. So make for yourself a social 
world that will be enjoyable, that will 
be pleasant, but where you will be liked 
when youth and beauty have gone, be- 
cause of the good that is in you mental 
ly and spiritually.’’

The prevailing dogma among ac- 
tresses is that black is the only classical 
color. We must let it go at that. Per- 
haps everything classic has an attenuat- 
ing effect.-—Paris Letter. 


How to Drape a Window Curtain. 

Fashion in window curtains is just as 
capricious as in everything else, and not 
only in the curtains themselves, but in 
the way they shall be draped. She is 
continually ordering different ways. 
Sometimes they hang in straight folds, 
again are tied back half way. They are 
crossed at the top and then drawn 
apart, and so on until the heart of the 
woman who makes it her business to 
keep up to date in everything fairly 
sinks within her.

Butter Declining, With Fine 
Grades Scarce. 


Cheese Shows Slight Improvement—Ezgs 
Rather Unsettled—No Change In Prod- 
uce—Live Stock Markets. 


Boston, Jan. 23.—The butter market is 
dull and declining. Receipts here con- 
tinue moderate, and there is an actual 
scarcity of strictly fine fresh stock, but 
supplies at other points have increased, 
and in New York and the west: prices are 
3cents lower than a week ago. 

Were Boston entirely independent there 


would be no reason to lower prices this 
week at least, but she cannot help being 
influenced by the downward tendency in 
other places, and & decline of 1to 2 cents 
will probably have to be quoted before the 


close, especially if receipts show any in- 
crease. 

In these days of such close communica- 
tion and general publicity of reports, no 
one market can stand alone. All are 
united in financial and trade matters, and 
what influences one soon reaches all the 
others. In this way, if butter is in large 
supply at Chicago or New York, it cannot 
be long before Boston shall share in the 
increased flow. 

Receipts last week were a little less than 
the week previous and the corresponding 
week last year, and for the two days of 
this week they are nearly even. The ex- 
ports last week were about 1300 tubs, the 
largest since the outward movement two 
or three months ago, and more butter is 
going off this week.

New York, too, shows an increased ex- 
port demand, and several thousand tubs 
have already been taken for shipment. 
This, with an increased consumption con- 
sequent upon the lower prices, must tend 
to ths absorption of large quantities ol 
batter. 

The cold storage stock was reduced last 
week 3424 tubs, 876 tubs being put in and 
4300 tubs taken out, and the amount re- 
maining is 37,386 tubs, against 34,174 tubs 
same time last year. This stock need 
cause nO uneasiness, unless receipts show 
amaterial increase the next few weeks, 
but it may have to be sold at lower prices 
than holders are asking at present. 

Although there has been a drop of ! 
cents in other markets, local buyers will 
have to pay nearly as much as last week 
for strictly fine fresh butter, bevause the 
supply is light. If they are willing tc 
take second or third grades they can name 
their own figures. 

Cheese. 

Ifa market can be considered improving 
when prices are gaining strength without 
any increased demand, then the cheese 
market isin a better condition than last 
week. Holders of fine fall make are ask- 
ing 1014 to 1144 cents per pound for large 
singles and twins, and are indifferent 
about selling at less than 10% cents. 
Early nade stock is selling at 9 to 10 cents, 

The English market has toned up, and 
therets some ‘inquiry *m New York from 
exporters at 10 to 10 cents. Large quan- 
tities continue to come forward from Can- 
adaon through bills for export, and the 
stock there is becoming considerably re- 
duced. 

Eggs. 

Fresh eggs have been coming forward 
freely from the west and southwest, and 
prices have ruled in buyers’ favor. ‘The 
range is 16 to 19 cents, but most sales were 
at 18 cents. Only a few special marks 
sold at 19 cents. Unless the weather takes 
another very cold turn, liberal supplies 
are expected from this time forward. 

There is little or no demand for refrig- 
erator stock, and the nominal rate is 15 to 
lé6cents. It is feared that the stock re- 
maining in cold storage will have to be 
sold at a loss to holders. 

Other Produce, 


Beans continue in light receipt, but 
there is not enough trade to warrant any 
advance in prices. Choice mediums and 
marrow pea continue to be quoted at $1.3c 
to $1.35, and extra yellow eyes at $1.50 to 
$1.55 a bushel. 

Potatoes show no improvement. Re- 
ceipts continue large, and it was hard 
yesterday to get over 33 cents a bushel for 
best eastern Hebrons, 

Poultry was rather quiet. Fancy north- 
ern chickens sold pretty well, but other 
kinds were slow. Hard to get over 18 
cents for western turkeys.

LONDON, Jan. 23.— Dispatches from 
Sierra Leone contained details of the 
death of Prince Henry of Battenberg. 
The prince, it appears, although sick, con- 
tinued on the march until within 3) miles 
of Coomassie, ‘where he me so seriously 
sick that the officer in command insisted 
that he should be immediately conveyed 
back to Prohs 1. 


PRINCE HENRY OF BATTENBERG, 


When the prince reached there his con 
dition was desperate, and the doctors al 
most despaired of being able to get him 
back to the coast. Prince Henry, how- 
ever, rallied slightly before reaching Cape 
Coast Castle. Once there, although sick 
unto death, the prince did everything pos- 
sible to prevail upon his medical attend- 
ants and the commanding officer to allow 
him to remain until the news reached 
Cape Coast of the entry of the British 
into Coomassie. 5 

But his condition was so desperate that 
all appeals were in vain, and he was finally 
induced, very mush against his will, to 
consent to embark on board the Blonde, 
for the island of Madeira. This was on 
Friday last. The cooler sea air had an in- 
vigorating effect upon him and he rallied. 
On Sunday, however, there was a decided. 
change for the worse. The prince grew 
weaker and weaker until he expired on 
Monday evening, at 8:40 p. m. 


Henry Maurice, Prince of Battenberg, 
was the son of Prince Alexander of Bat- 
tenberg (Hesse) and the Countess von 
Lauck, daughter of a former Polish min- 
ister of war, who was raised to the rank of 
princess on her morganatic marriage 
with the ruler of Hesse, was born 
Oct. 5, 1858. On July 23, 1885, he married 
Princess Beatrice Mary Victoria Feodora, 
the ninth and youngest child of Queen 
Victoria, born April 14, 1857. The prince 
leaves two sons and one daughter, 

Prince Henry was a man of very fine 
presence, but as he was not of undiluted 
royal blood, the English people looked 
upon his union with a daughter of the 
queen as asocial descent. ‘The queen's in- 
judicial kindness in !@fishing on him 
offices, mostly sinecures, provoked the 
discontent of the army and aristocracy. 

Prince Henry had seen little real service, 
and had he been thrown on his own re- 
sources he might have made his mark as 
a soldier. His life must have been in 
some respects sad, for he was not only un- 
popular, but was disliked by most of the 
royal family. The Emperor of Germany 
was especially bitter in his comments on 
the Battenbergs, and regarded their re- 
lationship as almost degrading.
